Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed because the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest 
compositions and methods of porphyrin arrays exhibiting two-photon absorption properties 
wherein acetylinic bonds link the porphyrins and the arrays are coordinated between the 
porphyrin metal core and a peripheral group on another porphyrin. 

The closest prior art is found in Ogawa et al. and Screen et al. Screen et al. teach 
porphyrin polymer ladders wherein a dialkylviologen group forms a bond between the metal 
cores the of the disclosed porphyrins. Screen et al. also teach porphyrins linked by acetylinic 
bonds. Ogawa et al. teach porphyrin arrays that are not linked by acetylinic bonds wherein the , 
porphyrin cores contain a peripheral imidazolyl group that is coordinated with the metal core of 
another porphyrin core.
